I\IEWS SUiVilVlARY 
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Pliil.idelphia, Dee. S. — Former secrn- 
lary of tlie United States treasury, L. 
M. Shaw, who Is jircsident of tho First 
.Mortgage Guarantee and Trust com- 
pany of this city, admitted today that, 
the Fidelity Funding company, of New' 
York, owes him $00,000. 

Said Mr. Shaw: "My loans are fully 
covered b>' Ijoiids, wliicli ;ire as safe 
as tlie lioiid of any government oai 
earth, and margined with additional 
notes .-It nearly 100 per cent. I thinlc 
tlie same is true witli most, and very 
likely all, the banks and insurance 
com paiUcs. 

"Some of the papers have .sjioken of 
the St. .Marj-'H acaiiemy of the Jjeiie- 
dietiiie sisters, tin.' Sisters of Visitation 
and otlier Catholic societies and insti- 
tutions as creditors. Unfortunately, 
these societies are debtors. The banks, 
Insur.ance companies and private indi- 
viduals arc the creditors. 

"An effort was made ;i year ago to 
Increase the cniiital of the company to 
something over two millions, and some 
subsei-iptlons wer.' niadi; (1 was one of 
tile suliserilu.Ts ) . mi condition tliat tlio 
full amount should he raised. This 
ought to have been done, as the iiro- 
posltion w;is all right, if properly han- 
dled. A moiislgnor of the Catholic 
churi'h told nie tli.'it lie had K-nown Mr.

In my 
jiiilgiiient. there is but one tiling for 
tlie tdiureli to do. .lust as soon as the 
si'Vi-ral bishops whose dioceses are in- 
volved eonie to reullzo the situation, 
thev will nndoulitedly get together, 
ajiportion tho loss between them, and 
i)ledge Its payment. They will then 
liave no difflculty in getting the neces- 
sary linanclal aid." 



French Theatre Riot

classes. The police were called In and 
ejected the rioters only after a pro- 
longed fight. In which one policeman 
and a number of spectators were in- 
jured. Twelve persons were arrested.

FOUGHT POLICE 



Fanatics Who Invaded Canada 
Last Summer Kill Kansas 
City Officers 



LEADER SHARP ALSO SHOT 



Five Lives Likely to Pay the 
Price of Extraordinary 
Fanaticism 



Kansas City, Mo., Dec. S.— In the 
shadow of tho city hall, a riot, in 
which religious fanatics and the police 
participated, resulted this afternoon in 
the death of one person, tho fatal In- 
jury of four others and the severe in- 
juiy of two others. 

The dead — ^A. O. Dalbow, policeman. 

Fatally Injured — Patrick Clark, po- 
lk(: lieutenant; John Sharp, a street 
preaclier, known as "Adam God."; 
.Michael Jluliane, policeman; Lola 
Pratt, a girl fourteen years of age. 

Severely luirt — 11. 13. Sti'gar, jiolice- 
inan; G. M. Holt,, probation ulllcer. 

Tlio trouble occurred while the 
.streets were crowded witli people. 
Willie the light was in progress tho 
participants traversed an entire l)Iock. 
Probation Ollicer Holt, of the juvenile 
court, today went to Fifth and Main 
streets to Investigate a case of alleged 
abduction. Near that corner he met 
.Sharp, who was exhorting a crowd. 
With Siiarji were a woman named Sei- 
zor and live children, ranging in age 
from 3 to 14 years. 

Holt did not like the manner in 
which the woman attempted to get 
money contributions from the crowd 
and ho decided that she and her male 
companion wore not proper persons to 
have the custody of young children. 
The woman announced that she and 
"Adam God" would conduct service at 
the poor man's mission tonight, where- 
'upon ' she and her companions started 
toward the mission. Officer Holt then 
Inquired as to the Identity o£ the chil- 
dren. The woman replied that tho 
ollicer "had bettor attend to his own 
business." The ollicer persevered in 
his Inciulry, and "Adam God," who 
wears a long white beard and hair, 
struck him a heavy blow behind the 
ear with a pistol, Inllictlng an ugly 
wound. Holt was not armed, and ho 
then started for the police station for 
assistance. As Holt moved away the 
preacher tried to shoot him, but tho 
cartridges failed to explode. At the 
police station. Policemen Clias. Dalbow 
and Harry II. Steger were order to 
arrest Sharp and his followers. Sharp 
and his companion were within lifty 
yards of tlie police station when tho 
olllcers stepped into the street. 

Tlio Shnrpltes, with profane abuse, 
served notice on all that they would 
l)reach right "under the eyes of the po- 
lice station, and the police cannot pre- 
vent us." Tho olllcers did not, how- 
ever, expect serious trouble and were 
not prepared for the volley of bullets 
which met them almost Immediately 
they appeared on the scene. 

Dalbow was killed instantly, and a 
bulletypassed through Steger's arm. 
Other officers, hearing the llring, rush- 
ed Into the street and a general fight 
ensued. The officers refrained from 
shooting for fear of endangering the 
lives of innocent persons. Lieut. Clark, 
who had come into the street unarmed, 
was shot In the eye, and Patrolman 
Mullanc was shot in the back as he 
hurried into the police station for re- 
inforcements. 

In the meantime a riot call brought 
policemen from all directions. Thor- 
oughly aroused, the olllcers closed in 
on Sharp and his followers, firing as 
they went. When the firing ceased, 
"Adam God" lay fatally wounded. Tlie 
women and tiie children fled to a 
houseboat. In whicli they lived on the 
Missouri river. Fifty policemen fol- 
lowed them, and found that the woman 
had barricadt'd herself In the house- 
iioat. Standing on the boat with a 
shot-gun, she shouted to tho olllcers 
"Come on, you fiends." The boat was 
cmly a few feet from the bank of the 
river and several ofllcers dashed to- 
ward it. Tho woman dropjied her 
weapon, and seizing two of the children 
s!ie sprang Into a rowboat and began 
to row into the middle of tho river. 
She was ordered to stop, but only 
piled tho oars more vigorously. The 
police flred a volley at the rowboat. 
One shot struck Lola Pratt, tearing 
away the greater part of the child's 
face. 

The woman then surrendered. At 

tho police station she said .she was 
.Mrs. Pratt, wife of one Of tho com- 
panions of "Adam God," and mother 
of tile wounded child. Louis Pratt, 
who was witli the preacher when the' 
llrst sliooting took place, was arrest- 
ed uninjured. 

I.oia I'ratt died tonight. Lieut. 
Clark is reported to be at the point 
of death, while Mullane may not live 
until morning. 

Invaded Canada 

Oldahoma City, Okla., Dec. 8. — John 
Sharp, styling himself SlUah Second at 
the head of a party of religious fan- 
atics calling themselves "Holy Rollers" 
first appeared In Oklahoma City In 
March, 1905. Sharp, his wife, a young 
man named Green and a boy said to 
have been Sharp's son, all nude, head- 
ed a procession of thejr followers one 
cold day In JIarch, 1905, and attempted 
to parade the town. They were ar- 
rested, but were allowed to go free 
provided they left tlie city. They went 
to the country southeast of Oldohoma 
City and campaigned until iato In tho 
stinimer following. They became so 
olinoxloiis to the fanners that thoy 
were arrested. A second time they 
were let .off, with a promise to leave 
tho territory, wlilcli they did, going 
to Colorado. Getting into similar trou- 
ble tliero, tliey travelled up the Pa- 
cific coast, and finally reached Can- 
ada last Runinier. Sharp never np- 
Iieareil violent here, taking his troubles 
witliout complaint, assuming that as 
the representative of .Tesus It was his 
duty to :|acriilce himself.

Sault Ste. IMaric, Mich., Dec. S.-- 
The steamer John Stanton, of Cleve- 
land, which -went aground on Sunday 
night on Point Iroquois while bound 
down, is said today to bo in no imme- 
diate danger, although she is so fast on 
the ground that it will be a very dllll- 
cult Job to release her. The crew is 
not in danger or distress. 



Beer Must Have Hops 

London, Dec. 8. — A bill prohibiting 
the use of hop substitutes In the man- 
ufacture of beer was introduced in the 
House of Commons today by tlu^ 
Chancellor of the ICxcheiiuer, David 
Lloyd-Qeorgo. Tills hill, which tlie 
tariff reformers liull as n proteetivi' 
measure, was read fur the lirsi time. 
Jn addition to stopping the use of hoii 
substitutes, it proliibits tlie inijiorta- 
tion of hops except In bogs properly 
mariced.

Fixing Prices of Books 

Albany, N. Y., Dec. 8. — Tlie Ameri- 
can I'ublisliera' As.sociation iias a 
right to iiiaintuin a fl.xed price for 
copyrighted books, but has no Juris- 
diction over the price of iincopyrlglited 
volumes, Is tho effect of a decision 
handed down today by tlie court of ap- 
peals in the case of Isudoro and N. S. 
Trauss, of New York, against the Am- 
erican publishers' association. The 
firm sought to restrain the association 
from fixing the price of boolts. 



TURKS ARE SECURING 
AMMUNITION SUPPLY 



Negotiate With German Firm— 
Boycott of Austrian Goods 
Continues 



Berlin, Dec. S. — The Turkish gov- 
ernment is negotiating for the pur- 
chase of $1,875,000 worth of shrapnel 
and Infantry ammuiiltlon with a Ger- 
man company at Duesseldorf. The 
small armories' of - Berlin are unusually 
busy with the manufacttire of army 
rifles. ^ 

Constantinople, Dee. 8. — Marquis 
Fallavlclnl, the Austro-Hungarlan 
ambassador, has renewed negotiations 
with a view of reaching a direct 
agreement with the porte, but the boy- 
cott against Austrian goods has not 
abated. Today, by instructions of the 
boycott committee, boats bringing the 
luggage of passengers from an Aus- 
trian steamer were sunk. 

Paris, Dec. S.— The Temps this af- 
ternoon publishes a de.spatch from Us 
Servia correspondent saying that Bul- 
garia lias notified the powers of lier 
willingness to indemnify Turkey in the 
sum of $10,500,000 for tlie damages 
sustained through the Bulgarian de- 
claration of independence. 



TRUST COMPANIES MERGE 



Shareholders of Dominion and Imperial 
Approve Consolidation — Build- 
ings to Be Erected 



Vancouver, Dec. 8. — The sharehold- 
ers of the Dominion and Imperial 
Trust companies iiavo unanimously 
passed resolutions for consolidation. 
It is, however, understood that the 
merger of imiiortant and varied fin- 
ancial interests in the west will not 
end here, and that negotiations for 
consolidation of the interests of two 
more companies are umler way. 

If tills inovcnient proves successful 
the legishature will likely be asked to 
amend tlie charter of tho Dominion 
Trust company, and .sueli corporate 
name ivlll be tidoiited as may then be 
determined. Until tliou the name of 
tlie present IDominloii Trust coniiiany, 
limited, will be u.sed by the <:onsolldai- 
ed companies, the Dominion being the 
older, with a sjiecial charter from the 
legislature. The uiriled conipaules 
will have a joint suli.seribcd capital of 
$750,000, with a ])aid-u|) capital of 
over half a. million. They will repre- 
sent a dozen of tho largest and most 
important life, Are and accident in- 
surance companies. 

The Vancouver bfflces will be In tho 
new Imperial Trust building, part of 
the contracts for which have already 
been awarded. In Victoria a handsome 
new building -will bo erected upon what 
Is admitted to be one of tho best busi- 
ness sites at tho capital, the corner 
of Government street, opposite tlie 
post ofllco and the Empress hotel, a 
site now owned by tho Imijerlal Trust 
Co. This building will cost over 
$180,000. The Now Wcstininstor of- 
fices will be In the present building 
owned and occupied by the Dominion 
Trust Co., forming three of the finest 
office buildings In the west. The per- 
sonne-1 of the new board of manage- 
ment \vlll be decided at the first an- 
nual meeting of the consolidated com- 
p.'inles in .ianuar.v. Meaiiwlille .1. }i.

President Roosevelt Takes Up

Last Message • . 



REPEATS IVIAiMY OPINIOWS 



Urges Legislation for Regula- 
tion of Corporations and 
Protection of Labor . 



AVasliington, Dec. 8. — Interest In 
lioth houses of congress centered today 
in the president's message, the reading 
of whicli began In the senate at 12.15, 
just a quarter of an hour after the 
senate had convened, and In the house 
a fi'w minutes later. The galleries of 
iioth houses were well fllledr and al- 
most all the seats of senators and 
members were occupied by their own- 
ers. All were siipi)lled with printed 
copies of the message, which contained 
41 printed ptigi^s, with an elaborate 
appendi.x accompanied by nuniorous 
illustrations showing tin; results of 
the' worlv of the forestry bureau. Sena- 
tors and iiienibers guN'e comparatively 
ill lie attention to tlie reading of the 
nie.«.sa,L;i' at the desk, but most oC 
tlieiu immediately busied themselves 
with the printed coiiles before them. 
In these copies much Interest was 
shown. 

Tlie message is in ptirt as follows: 

'J'he financial standing of tile nation 
at the iM-esent time is excellent, and . 
the financial management of the na- 
tion's interests by the government 
during tho last seven years has shown 
the moat satisfactory results. But our 
currency system is Imperilled, and it 
is earnestly to bo hoped that tho cur- 
rency commission will bo able to pro- 
pose a thoroughly good system, which 
will do away witii the existing defects. 
Corporations. 

As regards the great corporations 
engaged in interstate business, and 
especiully the railroads, I can only re- 
peat what I have already again and 
again said in my messages to congrcs.s. 
1 believe tliat under the interstate 
clause of the constitution tlie United 
States lias comjiietc and iiiiraniount 
right to control all agencies of inter- 
state commerce, and I believe that the 
national gpvernmenL only can exercise 
this right wJth wisdom and effective- 
ness, so as both to secure justice from 
and to do Justice to the great corpora- 
tions, which are the most Important 
factors In modern buslneiss. I believe 
that It Is worse than folly to attempt 
to prohibit all combinations, as is 
done by thg Sherman anti-trust law, 
because such a law can be enforced 
only imperfectly and unequally, and 
Its enforcement works , almost as 
much hardsliip a.s good. I strongly 
advocate that instead of an , unwise 
effort to iirolilbit all combinations, 
there sliall be substituted a law which 
sliall expressly ijennit combinations 
which are in tlie interest of tiio public, 
but ahull at tlie same time give to 
some agency of the national govern- 
ment full power of control and super- 
vision over tliem. One of the chief 
features of this control should be se- 
curing entire publicity in all matters ' 
wliicli the public has a right to 
know, and furtlieriiiore the power, not 
by Judicial but b\- executive act, to 
prevent or put a stop to every form of 
iiiiproiier favoritism or otiier vrong- 
doing. 'The railways of the country 
should bo |)ut eompletely under the in- 
terstate conimiuee commission ;ind re- 
moved from the domain of tlic anti- 
trust law. The iiowor of tlic comniifi- 
sion should be made t.horougli-going, 
so that it could exercise complete su- 
pervision and control over the issue of 
securities, as well as over the raising 
and lowering of rates. As regards 
rates, at least, the , power should be 
summary. The power to investigate 
the financial operations and accounts 
of the railways has been one of tho 
most valuable features In recent 
legislation. Power to make combina- 
tions and trafllc agroements'should be 
explicitly cbnforred upon tho railroads, 
tho permission of the conimission be- 
ing first gained, and the combination 
or agreenieiit being iniblialiod In all its 
details. In the interests of tho public, 
the repn'.sentatlvcH of the public, how- 
ever, should have complete power to 
see Dial tile railroatLs do their duty by 
the public, and as a matter of course 
this jjDwer siiould .also be exercised so 
as to .see tliat no iiiJuRtice is done to 
tlie railroads. Tlie shareholders, the 
eni])lo.\eeH and the .sliijiiiers all liavo 
interests tliat must he guarded. It is 
to the interests of all of them th;it no 
swindling stock spetiulation should be 
allowi.'il, and that therf^ should be no 
inijiroiJi-r Issuanei; of securities. Tlie 
guiding intelligiuicoH nee(>ssury for tlie 
successful building .-111(1 successful 
numagement of railrottds slioiild re- 
ceive ample remuneration, but no man 
should be allowed to make money in 
connection with railroads out of fraud- 
ulent over-capitalization and kindred 
stock .gambling pecformances; there 
must bo no defrauding of , investors, 
oppression of tho farmers or business 
men who ship freight, or callous disre- 
gard o£ tho rights and needs of the ! 
employees. In addition to this, the in- 
terests oi: the shareholders, of the em- 
ployees and; Of 'the shippers, should all 
bo guarded as'against one another. To : 
give any one of them undue and Im- 
l)roiier consideration Is to do Injustice 
to the otliers. Itates must be made as 
low !is is compatible with giving pro- 
per returns to all the employees of 
railroads, from the highest to the low- 
est, and proper returns to the share- 
holders, but they must not, for in- 
stance, be reduced hi such fashion aH 
to necessitate a cut In tho wages of 
employees or the abolition of the p ro- 
per and logitlmato profits of honest 
sliareholrtcrs. 

Telegrapli and telephone companies 
engaged In interstate business should 
be iHit under the jurisdiction of the 
interstate eonimerce commission.

LAYS HIS VIEWS.. - 

V , :BEF^E;Ct)NGRESS 

(Continued from Pago One) 



It is very earnestly to be wished that 
our people, through their representa- 
tives, should act in this matter. It Is 
liard to say whether most damage to 
the country at large would come from 
entire failure on the iiart of the pub- 
lic to supervise nnd control tho actions 
of tho great corporations, or from tho 
excrcl.se of the necessary governmental 
power In a way wlilch would do In- 
justice and wrong to tho corporation. 

I hollove that the more far-sighted 
corporations aro themselves beginning 
to rocognliio tho unwisdom of the vio- 
lent hostility they have displayed 
during the Inst few years to regulation 
and control by the national govern- 
tneiit of combines engaged in inter- 
state business. The trutli is that wo 
who believe in this movement of 
asserting and exercising a genuii)e 
control In tho public interest over 
those grent corporations have to con- 
tend against two sots of enemies, who, 
though nominally opposed to one 
another, are really allies in preventing 
a proper solution of the problem. 
There aro first, tl|c big corporation 
men and the e.^trome individualists 
among business men, who genuinely 
believe in utterly unregulated business 
— -that is, in the reign of iilutocrac^y — ■ 
and, .secontl, tb'' men who, being blind 
to economic movements of the day 
believe In a mnvemiMit of repression 
rather thiin of regulation of corpora- 
tions, and who denounce both the 
power of the railroads and the exer- 
cise of the federal power which alone 
can roall.v control the railroads. We 
<lo not object to tho concentration of 
wealth and administration, but wo do 
licllevo In tho distribution of the 
wraith in prollts to the real owners, 
and in securing to the public the full 
lienellt oC the concentration adminis- 
tration. 

We lielieve that with concentration 
in adin inlstratlon there can come both 
the advaiildge of a largi.'r ownership 
and of a more efiullable distribution 
of jirolits and at tlie saiui' time a 
belttir service to the conunonwealtli. 
Wo b-clievo that tho administration 
should bo for tho benefit or the many, 
and that creed and rascality praclice<l 
on a large scale should be punlslied 
as relentlessly as If iiracticed on a 
small .scale. We do not for a moment 
believe that the problem will be 
solved in any short and easy method. 
Tlio solution will come only by press- 
ing viirlous concurrent remedies. 
Some of these remedies must He out- 
side the domain of all government. 
But there is iogislntlon which tho 
federal government alone can enact, 
and which is absolutely vital in order 
to secure th-o attainment of our pur- 
pose. :Many Iaw.s are needed. There 
should be rogiilntlon by the national 
governiiient of thn great Inter-state 
cori>oratiuns. Including a simple 
method of accoinit keeping, publicity, 
Hupervlsion of tho issue of securities, 
abolition of reb.ates and of special 
privileges. There should be short 
time rr:inchlKx:"s for all cor))oratlons 
engaged in public business, including 
tho corporations which got power from 
wflter rights. 

There should be national as well as 
state guardianship of mines and 
forests. The labor legislation herein- 
after referred to should concurrently 
lie en.acted Into law. To .accjomiillsh 
this inean."! of course a cert'ainiln- 
ci-casc In the use nf but not tho 
crcntliui of power by the central 
Sovcinnient. The power ali-eady ex- 
ists, It fini's not lifn'o to bo created. 
1'he iiiily <|ue.stloli is whether it shall 
be used or left Idle, and meanwhile 
the eurporatlons over which the iiowm- 
ought to be exorcised will not remain 
idle. Tho danger to America democ- 
racy lies not in tho least In the con- 
centration of administrative power in 
responsible artl accountable hands. 
It lies In having the power insufli- 
clontly concentrated so that no one 
can be held responsible to the people 
for Its use. 

Labor 

There are many matters affecting 
labor and the status of the wage 
worker to which I should like to draw 
your attention, but an exhaustive dls- 
cusaioii of the problem in all its 
usjiects is not now necessary. Tliia 
administrallou is nearing Its end, and 
moreover, under our form of govern- 
ment the solutiim of tho iiroblem de- 
pends upon the action of the states 
as much as upon tho action of tho 
nation. Nevertheless, there are cer- 
tain considerations which I wish lo 
set before j'ou v.'hich I hope that our 
peoplu M-lll more and mare keep them 
in mind. 

Very much of this movemi^nt must 
be outside of anything timt can ho 
accuinpli.sbed by legislation, but legla- 
latbm can do a great deal. Postal 
savings banks will make it easy for 
the poorest to keep their savings in 
absolute safety. The regulation of tho 
iHitloiial highways must be sucli that 
they shall serve people with equal 
Justice. Corporate llnances must be 
supervised so as to make It far safer 
than at present for the man of small 
means to invest his money in stocks. 
There must bo prohibition of child 
labor, diminution of woman labor, 
shortening of hours of all mechanical 
labor, stock watering should bo pro- 
hibited and stock gambling, so far as 
possible, discouraged. There should 
bo a jirogresslve Inhorllance tax on 
large fortunes, industrial education 
should be encuiirag<-(l. 

The above Is the merest sketcli, 
hardly even a sketch In outline, n( 
the reforms for which w(.' sh(niid 
work. But there Is one matter with 
which the congress should deal at 
this session. There should no longer 
be iiny paltering with the Question of 
taking care of tho wage workers, who, 
under our jjresent Industrial svstem, 
becomn killed, eripiiled or worn out as 
part of tlui regular Incidents of anv 
given business. The majorltv of wage 
workers must have their riglils se- 
cured for them by state action, but 
tho nationnl governnuuit sluMild !r<gis- 
late in thorough-going, far-reaching 
fashion, not only for all eniplovees of 
the national govornnient but feu- all 
persona engaged in Inter-stati. com- 
merce. The objects should and could 
bo achieved to a measurublo degree 
as far as these killed or crippled are 
eonc<!rnod, by projfor employers' llnl)ll- 
Ity laws. I renew my recommendation 
lliat the prlnclrile of the eight hour 
day should as rapidly and .as fur as 
l>o.sH|hle be extended to the I'litlre 
work being carried on bv the rovern- 
mciit. 

The Courts and Injunctions. 

I mo.st. earnestly urge upon congress 
tho duty of Increasing tho totally In- 
aderiuato salaries now given to our 
Judges. On tho \«hale there is no body 
of public servants who do as valuable 
work, jior whose moneyed rewtird Is 
.so Inadi'ciutite compared to tiielr work. 
Jieginiiing with the sujir-jme court, 
Judges should have tliolr salaries 
doubled. It l.s earnestly t(j he desired 
that souio method should be devi.sed 
for doing iiwiiy with the long delays 
which now obtain In the administra- 
tion of Justice, tiiid which operate with 
jioculliir severity against persons of 
small means, an<l ftivor tho V(}ry orim- 
inals wliom it is most deslrablo to 
punish.. These long delays In tho nnal 
deolslons of cases make in the aggre- 
b^ato V a.;v cfyln g . i^evll, ^ K&aa.>- a vrem«dyi 



shtnild b'ei'devlaod. ■ Much of this in- 
tplerable''dela;ytll^' 'duo to improper re- 
gard paid' to.itechnIcnlltlcs which arc 
mere hlhdb'arides to Justice, In some 
noted recent cases this over-regard 
lor technicalities has resulted in a 
striking denial of justice and llngrant 
wrong to tho body politic. At the 
last elections certain leaders of or- 
ganized labor made a violent and 
sweeping attack upon the entire judi- 
ciary of tlie country, an attack couclied 
in such terms as to include the most 
upright, honest and broad- inliidcd 
jud.ges, no less than those of narrower 
minds and more restricted outlook. It 
was the kind of attack admiraljly fitted 
to nrovent any successful attempt to 
reform abuses of the judiciary, be- 
cause it gave tile champions of the un- 
just judge tlieir eagerly desired oppor- 
tunity to shift tlieir ground Into it 
championship of just judges who wcro 
unjustly assailed. 

Last year, before tho house commit- 
tee on the judiciary, these same labor 
leaders formulated their demands, 
specllied in tlieir bill, refusing all 
compromise, stating that tlioy wlsliod 
tho principle of that bill or nothing. 
They Insisted upon a provision that In 
a labor dispute no Injunction should 
bo Issued ii.'^alnst employees except to 
protect <a property right, and spoelli- 
eally provided that the right to carry 
on business should not bo construed 
as a property right. In a second pro- 
vision their bill made legal In a labur 
dispute! any act or agreement by or 
between two or more ]iersi)iis that 
would not liavc! been uula\\-ful if tlono 
by a single person. In other \vijrd.>i. 
this idll legalized blacklisting and bo.\'- 
cotting 'in every form, legallziiig- for 
instance, those forms of the second- 
ary boycott wlilcii tho anthracite coal 
strike commission so luiroservediy 
condemned, wlille the right to carry 
on a business was explicitly taken out 
from under that protection which the 
law throws over jjroperty. Tho de- 
mand was made that there should be 
trial by jury In contempt eases, there- 
by most seriously Impairing tho au- 
thority of the courts. All this repre- 
sented a course of policy which, if 
carried out, would mean the 
enthronement of class jirlvilege in 
its crodost and most Ijrutal 
form, and tho destruetlcm of one 
of tho most essenllid functions 
of the Ju<llclary In all elvlUzccl lands. 
The violence of tin; crusade for tills 
legislation and its comidi'tii failure Il- 
lustrate two trutlis which It is cs.scntlal 
our ]ieople should learn. In tho first 
place, tbi-y ougiit to teach the ivork- 
ingiuan, lae la Jorer, the wage wurkt-i', 
tliat by demaiidiog what Is inipriipi'r 
and ini|)OH.slbb' he |)lays Into the lianiis 
of his foi.'S. Such a croile and vicious 
attack upon the courts, even If it were 
temporarily successful, would nicvlla- 
bly in the end cause a violent ri'aetiun, 
and would bund the great mass of citl- 
Jiens together, forcing them to stand 
by all Judges, oompetent and Incomiie- 
tent nliko. rather than to see the 
wheels of Justice stopped. A inovenienl 
of this kind can ultimately result in 
nothing but damage to those 
In whose behalf It Is nominally under- 
taken. Tho power of 'Injunction is a 
great equitable remedyr'Mthlch should on 
no account bo destroi'od. llut safe- 
guards should be erectcfl against its 
a:>use. 1 belii'vo that some siieh pro- 
visions as those I advoeateii a year ago 
for checking the abuao of the issuance 
of temporary Injunctions should \>f 
adopted. In substance, provision should 
bo made that no injunction or tcniim- 
rary restraining order Issue otherwise 
than on notice, except .wliero Irreiiariible 
injury would otherwise result, and In 
such cases a hearing j on tiie merit.s of 
the order should be iudd wltliin a short 
fixed period, and if not then eontlnurd 
after hearing. It should forthwith lapse. 
iJccislouH Hlimild be recorded Immediate- 
ly and till! chance uf deliiy nilnlmlzed 
In e\ery way. .Mon-over, I believe that 
the prucodure sluniid he sharply defined 
and the Judge reciuired mliuitcly to state 
the particulars both of his action and 
of Ills reasons therefor, so that con- 
gress can, If it desires, examine and in- 
vestlgute tlie same. 

Interstate Fisheries. 

I cnll attention of congress to tho 
importance of the problem of the fish- 
eries In the Interstate waters. On the 
groat lakes, we are now, under the very 
wdse treaty of April of this year, eii- 
doitvorinB to conic to. an International 
agreement for the preservation antl sat- 
isfactory use of the fisheries of those 
waters wlilcli cannot otherwlso be 
achieved. I-ake lOrle, for example has 
the richest fresh water fisheries in the 
world, but It is now co:itrollc-d 'jy tlie 
status of two nations, feur states and 
one province, and In this pruviiice by 
different oriliiiances in different coim- 
trles. All these political divisions worl; 
ut cross inirjioses, and in no cose can 
they acliU'Ve jirotection to tho fls"norli-s 
on tlu- one hainl and Justice to the bi- 
enlltles anil indivldu.-ils on the oilier, 
'i'lio ease Is similar In i-'iiget Si)uial. 
But the problem is (pilte as presKlng 
in the interstate waters of tho United 
citates. Tho salmon fisheries of the 
Columbia river aro now but a fraction 
of wdiat they were 2,') years ago. and 
what they would be now If the rolled 
States governineiit had taken charge of 
them by Intervening between Oregon 
and Waslilngton. Daring these 2:> 
years, the fishermen of each state have 
natlirnlly tried to take all tlioy could 
get. and the two leglslnturos have never 
been able to agree on Joint notion of 
any kind adetuuite in degree for tiie 
protection of the flshi ries. Al the mo- 
ment the fishing on the Oregon side Is 
practlcall.v closed, while there is no 
limit on the Washington side of any 
kind. Meanwhile very few salrnen 
reach tho spawning grounds, and prob- 
ably four years hence the fIsherleH will 
ninoiiiit to notiilng. The fisheries of 
the jMlsslsslppI, the Ohio, and the Poto- 
mac are also in a 'bad way. l"or this 
then- Is no remedy except for tlw ITnli- 
ed .States to control and legislate' fur 
the Interstate fisheries as jiarl of llie 
business of mleislale ciiiiiliieice. 
Ocean Mail Lines.

It should pie- 
ei'de the opening of the Piinniua L'anal, 
lOven under favorable conditions sovcriil 
years must <dapse before such lines 
can be put Into operation. Accordingly 
1 urge tiiat congress net promptly 
where foresight already shows that no- 
tion sooner or later will bo Inevitable.

SOME DISCLOSURES. 

The evidence that Is being brought 
out in the Cassels inquiry, is not in 
any way aensational, but it is very 
interesting because it dlsclo.ses a con- 
dition of things -which ought never to 
liave grown up and which oubIU to be 
rontlcrc^d iiniios.si bir- licreafler. Tlu:ie 
liave been few instances of great mis- 
appropriation of public funds. Possibly 
there have been very few small In- 
.stanccs even wliicli louhi be so eliar- 
aotorix.ed, iisiii.i;- lln' iirossion in its 
criminal sense. Ov(>r-charge.s are 
very numerous, and there seems to 
have been little or no attempt to .see 
that the government wiis not lieiiiK 
conipulled to i)a.v unduly for ^''ods 
sold or services rendered. The ili - 
partmcntal officials, who are under 
fire. In some ca-sos have come out of 
the test "With credit to themselves; 
but the instances where presents to 
considerabl(! amounts liave been fjivcn 
and lines ol' credit Iji'en cNtended 

With aiiparcntly iilp intention of col- 
lecting the money are many, Let us 
take one or two of them: 

A Halifax hardw.-ire llnii sold the 
]3ep:irtnient (jf .Marine and ]''is]ieries 
a groat many goods. In a few instances 
the sales were made after the accejit- 
nnce of tenders, but in most cases lliey 
were Ijonght as needed \>y the officers 
of tilt JJepartment. 'I'lio licud of the 
firm frankly said tliat lie cliarg.;d the 
government ten per cent, in advance 
of his ordinary retail prices, lie 
denied having given officials anything, 
but admitted that one of them had a 
running account with liis firm, wiilcli 
had never been presented and upon 
which nothing had been paid. Another 
Instance was the case of tho Domin- 
ion steamship Lady Laurier. A sal- 
vage firm liad paid her captain $100 
for notiCyiug- tlieni oC tiie position of 
liie Mount Temple wreck, and tliej' 
justlfled the payment by saying that 
tiiey always paid persons who gave 
Lhcm valuable Information. Whatever 
may be the ethics on this point, there 
can hardly be any doubt that the pay- 
ment of 5400 to tho captain for the 
use of the Lady Laurier for towing, 
vvhilo the government received nothing 
nt all for her services, can liardly be 
excused. It appeared that the under- 
writers also gave tho master and crew 
oC tho ship a bonus. These tilings 
seem to have been done as a matter 
of course. None of tho parties had 
tho loast hesitation in telling all about 
Ihein, nor .seemed to bi' under the lio- 
pression that there was tlie least taint 
■'of V ^vrbngdoJnEf in connection wltli 
them; In other words tho men do not 
appear to liavc been pcr.sonally dls- 
lione.st, but only to liavc been follow- 
ing out a vlciou« Hystem. 

.•\l)pnrently the wlude Uepaitment 
liaa been pcnnwivod by tliia Indefen- 



sible practice. It Is hard sometimes 
to distinguish between what officials 
might legrilimately take and What they 

might not. For example there docs 
not seem to be anything very greatly 
astray in u contractor sending an of- 
ficial a l>o» of olgara "at Chrlstman, 
especially when tho men have been 
personal friends. Standing by Itself 
there would be notlilng out of the way 
in n transaction of that kind. A man 
does not have to saerlllce nil Ms per- 
sonal friendships simply because lie 
happens to bo deallnjj with a govern- 
ment and one of ids friends has some- 
thing to do with Ills accounts. "We 
do not suppose tliat any one would 
find any particular fault with such a 
transaction as has Just boon men- 
tioned, and It was one brought out In 
the investigation at St. John, any 
more tliaii one would object to a con- 
tractor extending the courtesy of liis 
home to a government official. But 
when It comes to money payments, 
even If they are disguised as loans, 
and accounts left uncollected year 
after year, there can be no doubt»that 
there Is something very rotten In Den- 
mark. It Is perfectly idle for officials 
to say 'that such gifts or loans or un- 
paid accounts had no influence upon 
them. No man can bo uninfluenced 
by such things. Tho safest rule for a 
government official la to keep himself, 
as Caesar's wife ought to have been, 
above su.sjiicion. 

There is on aspect to tho ciise wliicli 
has not yet Ijoeii touched upon and 
presumably it Is not v.'itliiii the scope 
of the commission to Judge Cassels. 
It was brought out In the oxaminatlor. 
of one of tlio Halifax men, wlio got 
exceptional profit on ills goods, tliat in 
ninny cases Iks obtained the orders for 
lliem tlirongh the Liberal mombors for 
tiie city. Now it is not suggested that 
these members participated in tlie ex- 
ceptional profit, for they probably did 
not. but it would be exceedingly In- 
teresting to know Just wliut the for- 
tunate merchant contributed to tho 
campaign fund. A man, who received 
ten per cent, in advance upon his re- 
tail profits, iiilf,'lit vcr>' easily sub- 
scribe tliat amount to the fund and 
yet be carrying on a very laoiitabie 
business. This branch of tho subject 
will have to remain a matter of sur- 
mise, but we venture to lielleve that 
if one should say that a considerable 
part of the expenses of the Liberal 
candidates in Hallfa.x was met out 
of these excessive profits, he would 
not- be very far wrong. Tho whole 
business Is a very serious one. 



THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 

President Roosevelt begins his last 
message to Congres.s by telling tlio 
members that while tho financial con- 
dition of the country Is excellent, tho 
currency system is Imperilled, and he 
advises legislation to remedy existing 
defects. He reasserts tlie "comiileto 
and paramount right" of the United 
States government to control ail the 
agencies of inter-state commerce; pro- 
tests tliat the Sherman antl- trust law 
is of \-ery little ser\-ice and asks t^on- 
gress to place the railways absolutely 
under the control of the Interrstate 
Commerce Commission. Ho asks for 
tile prohibition of "fraudulent over- 
capitalization and other stock-gam- 
bling devices." He asks for legislation 
to protect shareholders, employees and 
shippers. He also purposes that the 
telegraph and telephone <'ompanies 
shall he put under tlie control of tlie 
Commission. He devotes considerable 
-■^liace to a plea for "asserting and 
exercising genuine control" over all 
the ;rreat eoriiorations, and in llie 
conrsi,' of his oljservations .speaks of 
"till! rule of plutocracy," an expression 
which we do not suppose has ever 
before occurred in a state document. 
He admits that his proposals contem- 
plate th(! concentration of power in 
tile hands of the federal government; 
but clalroa that this will involve no 
departure from existing prlncijile-s 
whieli jirevail In the administration of 
the country. He advocates the estah- 
lisliment of postal savings bank.s in 
which wage-earners can deposit their 
money in safety. He wants to see 
child labor prohibited, woman labor 
.tjrcatly <iimlnislied, .■md tho hours of 
all labor shortened. Ho recom- 
mends a progressive inheritance tax 
and the encouragement of Industrial 
education. He does not expect tills 
programme to be carried out at the 
Iiresent session of Congress, but he 
urges tliat Steps shall be taken at 
once to provide for the proper recom- 
pense of tliose who arc injured wiille 
engaged in tlieir lawful work for em- 
ployers and of their families in case 
an employee is killed. 

The President thinits that the 
United States Judges are not in receipt 
of sufficient pay and he urges 
that their salaries shall be doubled. 
He w.ants practice in the courts so 
amended that "intolerable delays" 
because of technical points shall be no 
longer possible. He declares himself 
opiiosed to tlie abolition of the in.iu no- 
tion and the trini of contempt cases b.y 
;i jury, and says that if no effect wore 
given to these demands it would 
mean "the enthronement of class pri- 
vilege in the crudest and most brutal 
form and the destruction of one of llie 
most essontiiil features of the judici- 
ary in all civilized lands." 

Ho urges tho conservation of tho 
countries iialiu-al resources, more es- 
pecially the forests, ;ind calls for tho 
Iniprovement of tlie inland waterways. 
"The time for playing with our water- 
ways is passed. The country demands 
results." He pleads for tho adequate 
protection of the flsherte? of the 
country. 

He d,«clares that, the government.- la 
behaving towards other nations "as In 

Iivlvate life an honorable man would 
bolULve towards his fellows." He asks 
.Congress to ussiat in thu building up 



of a commercial marine on tho Pacific 
ocean. Ho reports that everything 
appears satisfactory In the outlying 

territories of the United States, wants 
to SCO the army rendered more elfi 
eient, tho state, militia to be put on 
a more effective basis "and' boys en 
couraged to go in for military train 
ing. Ho favors tho enlargement of 
the fleet. 

Tho Message Is a notable one, and is 
certainly exceedingly outspoken. That 
the President is a sound statesman 
and withal a courageous one lias been 
made nioit' apjiarent. It Is truc^ that 
he Is soon to retire from ofllce and 
will not be called upon to carry out 
tho reforms which ho proposes; never 
tholess It requires courage and saga 
city to grapple with great problems as 
ho has.

'I'lir four-act opera "Tess of tbe 
D'lTrberviilcs," wliich .Mr. D'Erlanger 
lias set to ninsie from a libretto com- 
posed by the Italian librettist Slgnor II- 
llca, has lieen produced fit the Toatro 
dal Vcrmo, .Milan, It achieved a great 
popular success. Tlio opera, the Lon- 
don Ohroiiiele says, abounds in jileas- 
liig airs, and is full of life and color. 
The airs In Jlie ojioning act, sung re- 
spectively by .\ngei Clare and Tess. 
were loudly aiiplauded. Mr. J'rederick 
D'liA'Ianger is an Bngilsh composer. 
"Tess" was jiroduced for. tho lirst time 
in April. 1906. at the San Carlo Thea-

Fits of Passion, 

Thoie is many a young motiier wJio 
admires secretly the little outbursts 
of anger that baby gives vent to and 
things tiiey are funny and cute until 
b^ llie time, tlie cilild is two or tlireo 
years old she awakes to the sad real- 
ization tliat her liabv has grown into a 
wiitiil and spoiled child wlio is tiiought 
anytliing but lovable and cute by other 
people. She then begins to see what 
lack of discipline has done' for tl:.. 
bab:^.- 'Every .mother, out of justice 
to tho child as well as to herself, 
should chock these outbursts of anger 
when tho child first shows an inclina- 
tion to Indulge, in them. • But when 
the mother finds that the outbursts 
have taken a firm hold on the child 
and seem to occur iierlodlcally she 
should sot about tne tedious task of 
overcoming tlK.'Ui. The little one 
should be punished, but her will must 
not bo broken by repeated "spank- 
ings," for these seldom fall to give 
the child ii moody, sulky dlsiiositloii. 
It takes time and patience to effect 
a cure. The best cure for these fits 
of anger is to shut the child in a 
room by itself whonever tlioy o(;cur. 
A iiartk'ulnrly successful method of 
making a nauglity child good Is to 
divert, its attention from niipleasant- 
iiess. t'liildreii often have as niucb 
to make tliem Irritable and cross ;ih 
a grown person, and when a mother 
notices that a child is fretful It takes 
hiJt a minute to find an unu.scd toy or 
.a njw book or to suggest a new and 
interesting o<;eupatlon that will 
brighten the child's mood and prevent 
an outburst of anger bcforo the child

Empire, which within the many years 
during" which her will has been sup- 
reme has witnessed startling dovelop- 
inents. For some years past we have 
heard of Impending reforms In tho 
Constitution. Only a few months ago 
edicts were issued providing for the 
convocation of provincial assemblies, 
and ultimately ot a parliament, besides 
holding', out more or less vague hopes 
of othor.^steps In the direction of what 
a decd.d^fe'earll'er would have been re- 
garded'; a' revolution In tho system of 
government. Yet it may be doubted 
if this„ any more than previous de- 
clarations, really indicated a delinlte 
departure froifi the traditional policy 
of the Mancliu d.viuisty. Behind all 
these new developments, however, it 
lias not been hard to discern the stress 
laid on two guiding principles. China 
is for the Chinese, and thu' Central 
government, teniporlse us it may, 
do.es .not Intend to allow I'oform to be

Tlie Standard of Empire:— In the 
important Interview which fl repre- 
sentati\-e of The Standard had with 
Lord Miln<;r on the eve Of his return 
from Canada tliere is one passage 
liearlng on tiie relation of Imperialism 
to the lluw of capital which appears 
to I'ls of more tha i ordinary interest. 
Ill one uf his speeches wliHe in Canada 
and again in the interview referred 
to, Lord :Milner pointed out that in 
the future the newer countries of the 
world wiio are competing with one 
another sternly, strenuously and keen-^ 
ly for facilities In tho older marU'ets 
will enter. Into . the severest 'of all 
possible compotltions for any surplus 
capital that may bo a.vallable. The 
Argentlni! Republic, Brazil and the 
South American countries generally, 
will bid hard against Canada, 'Aus- 
tralasia and South Africa, for any 
loose woaltli seeking prolitable invest- 
ment. Tlio development of all these 
countries calls for considerable capi- 
tal outlays to build and ociulp rail- 
ways and harbors, build towns, and 
llnanco suitable Industries. At the 
present time those n'Cvv countries arc 
all on an equal jlootlng -with regard to 
facilities for disposing 6f tholr exports 
in the world's mtirkets, except, of 
course, in so far as one country may 
possess geographical advantages of 
which she caiinot bo deprived. In 
those circumstances, and tho demand 
for capital for investment being much 
greater than the available supply, this 
capital is distributed between the 
various countries in such proportions 
as win produce tho largest aggregate 
return. If Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand and South Africa should bo 
given a relatively,^', advantageous posl 
tlon In supplying^ the*, naeda of the 
largest market of the •svorld! If, that is, 
by tariff favors or advantageous com 
niercial arrangements the aelf-gov 
orning oversea states are able to sell 
their goods in the homo market more 
easily than their competitors, profits 
■ greater than tho return to be expect 
cd from capital Investments In Soutli 
America may quite reasonably bo cx 
prcted from our o\'ersea states. There 
will, therefore, bo a deflection of tho 
stream of capital seeking foreign in 
vestment from, forelgti.,,. countries to 
within the Empire. The cotitrast be- 
tween the supply and demand of 
capital hero and in tho rest of the 
Empire Is clearly stated by Professor 
Marshall, who recently ( resigned tho 
Chair of Political Economy in Cam- 
bridge, in the memorandum on tho 
Fiscal Policy of International Trade, 
just issued as an Imperial Parlia- 
mentary Paper. He there says: 
"Capital is abundant in England, 
and sho has few openings In which It 
can -bo-'made 'to -yield a high return. 
Her cojonles are thirsty for capital, 
and. they fiave.-O'ast openings in which 
it can* be made', to yield a -very high 
return." A position of definite ad- 
vantage ill our home market Is all 
that Is needed for securing to tho 
Empire a larger share of the world's 
capital .socking investment and for 
promising to tho capitalist himself a 
hotter return than is at present open 
to him. 

Lord Milncr's argument is weighty 
.and ' his conclusion convincing. 
During recent years the flow of capital 
from this country is estimated 
have reached 150 millions sterling 
annually. We believe tliat by far the 
greater part of those enormous sums 
;ho^ ' found investment in foreign 
coiTntrles, assisting them in building 
up and developing th-elr agricultural 
industries and tran,3port systems In 
competition with our own oversea 
states. Recently a loan guaranteed by 
the Canadian government was issued 
in London, but prov^l so far unac- 
ceptable to the J?ritis!i public that 
nearly 90 per cent, of the issue was 
thrown back on the underwriters. 
Tin? moral of' this experience might 
easily be exaggerated; there were 
other Known causes capable of ex- 
plaining tlie plienomenon in large 
measure, AVhatcver the explanation, 
however, the fact remains that . a 
similar issue by, say, Argentina would 
have, and has always, been taken a\> 
with avidity. Tho arrangement which 
Lord Mllner and all Imperial Pre- 
fcrentialisls ardently favor would 
reduce the possibilities of a repetition 
of this experience to a ii-iinlmum. The 
overse.a states will find themselves 
readily and aliuiidantly supplied with 
cash for !ill purposes which modor'u 
civilization and Industry and up-to- 
date cities require, 'fheir populations 
are growing raiddly, their we-alth is 
increiislng steadily, and their standard 
of comfort is everywhere rising. They 
are at present hampered and embai^i' 
rassed by lack of liquid capital aufil- 
clent to aupplj- all these proper needs. 
Till- mines and waterfalls which 
exist in superabundance in Canada 
iiiid Australia arc practically luiex- 
lilored. To develo]) these, new rail- 
ways win ho required, new cities will 
be erected, and an imnienso (luantity 
of mining and power machinery wiil 
1)0 needed. The longer we wait the 
more llr;nly established will the rela- 
tive Industrial position of South 
America' and- 'Japatl become, and the 
more difficult will be ttte efforts ot our 
own oversea states to overtake them. 
Any step or steps which the govern- 
ment of this country take by im- 
proving the cable or shipping com- 
niimicatioiis of tlio Empire, by -im- 
proving the conimei-cial representa- 
tion of each part of the ICuipIro In the 
rest of tile I'hiipire, and, .-iliove all, by 
granting iirelereiitial tarilf advan- 
tagi'S to one another, must give iaritlsh 
stairs, a substantial advantage over 
foreign competitors in each other's 
markets, Tho fertilising stream ot 
capital win then be naturally diverted 
to build' up tho British Empire s'tron'g 
an^|||gjJir.p^li| every quarter Of j the

j - BESILTS: f JISSIBN 

bivSum iin^ Believes Japan- 
' eserAmerican Treaty 
Aid Cliina 



Li Sum Ling, the editor of the Chin- 
ese Mall or AVati Tso I'nt Pao, of 
Hongkong, a vernacular newspaper 
with circulation of about 70,000, ar- 
rived in Ylctoria by the steamer Prin- 
cess Victoria last night and was met 
by a party of iiical Chincic, headed by 
Lee Jlong Kow, whoso guest he Is 
ponding the sailing of the R.M.S. Em- 
press of Japan for his Iiomo in Hong- 
kong. After proceeding to the Em- 
press hotel the party was driven "to, 
the Chinoso quarter, where a banquet' 
was tendered the visitor. Other en- 
tertainments are planned to nu\ke hia 
stay pleasant. He left Hongkong on 
June 7, and since has traveled around 
the world, journoylngr In India, Egypt 
England and the countries of Europe 
and in America, whore he worked with 
the object ot interesting tlio people of 
tho Unltod States In an alliance be- 
tween the repubUc and China. At 
Vancouver he had an unpleasant ex- 
pcriejico, being delayed by customs 
oClicors until an appeal was made to 
thff' collector of customs and lie was 
freed from detention. 

His Business Discussed. 

In an interview with a Colonist re- 
porter Li Sum Ling said he had work- 
ed as a Chinese patriot to Interest the 
people of tho United States in an al- 
liance with China which would allow 
of the peaceful development of the big 
empire. Xu other nation It seemed 
cared to take i.ssuo with Japan, tho 
Kolf-con.stltuted ruler of Asia. Japan 
had made treaties and agreements 
Willi Great Britain, with France, Rus- 
.sla and Oorniany, and now an agree- 
ment had also been made with tho 
United .Slate.s; but tlu^se agreements 
were really undi'rHlandings that no 
nation was to prec<'(le the otlier In 
securing a share In tlie riches of 
China, rlohes which will be Increased 
whe-n peuceiul dcvclopniont nllnws tlio 
nation to advance. 

"After tho war with Russia." said 
the Chlnoso editor, "Japan looked upon 
lierself as liaving ret;ulu'd such a dlgni- 
tled position that she li.ad a right to 
dictate tho iiollcy of the entire Asiatic 
continent for herself. The speech of 
Count Oltuma at Kobe, In which ho 
spoke of Japan's' opportunities in 
England — a speech which naturallv 
aroused much criticism In England 
and elsewhere — announced' tho policy 
which maii.v Japanese' hold secretly, 
".Asia for the Japanese." \Vhen\thl3 
policy wa.s made known it was ap- 
plauded by tlie whole Japanese nation, 
arid since thnn many book.s have been 
written by Japanese writers pointing 
out their Ideas as to the best methods 
of absorbing China. Japanese are 
looking forward to a time coming 
when they can attain this ol)Ject. They 
would like to have China "In a position 
such as Korea now is. so that If China 
sent an envoy abroad, as the Koreans 
did, no nation would listen to tho re- 
presentative for fear of offending 
Japan.

world how Japai) Is acting In China. 
There are, ^^ca.'te'red throughout China, 
thousands; bC Japanese,' 'dressed as 
Chinese .' ftnd ■ pretending they are 
Chinese, Buddhist , priests from Japan 
are spread throughout some of tho 
southern provinces without any treaty 
rights existing which gives this 
privilege, and tho whole attitude of the 
Japanese disguised 'as Chinese and as 
missionaries Is to bring situations Into 
being which give Jnpon tho excuse to 
demand the control of further areas of 
Chinese territory. Wlnit !s iiappenin,i 
in Manchuria is known to the world. 
Japan gave out that she was seeking 
to drive' JtUBSla' from Manchuria. But 
what benefit,": has the drlyin's out of 
Russia been \vhen the Russian Is sup- 
planted by tho Japanese whoso rule 
Is harsher than that of tho Russian? 

"I have no lU-fepllng against tho 
Japanese," ho said, '"but as a patriotic 
Chinese It is my duty to protest against 
any movement that menaces niy coun- 
try; and, when 1 see tho way in which 
Japan Is .'^vorldne I am' ' glad that I 
havo worked during by tour to tho end 
that an alliance, not a warlike alli- 
ance, but an agreement under which 
China will be left to the peaceful de- 
velopment of her resources, might bo 
secured. As soon aa I announced this 
object opposition was begun at once 
at Tokio. Tho result, however, has 
been that a .situation was created 
which necessitated the Japanese giv- 
ing a statement of their Intentions to 
tho Washington government. It is 
well known to tlioso who have looked 
beneath the cover that the United 
States called upon tho Japanese gov- 
ernment for an avowal of policy with 
regard to Clilnn and commerce in the 
Paclllc oecan, and the recent entente 
is the outcome. At a Kjieech which I 
delivered at Chicago, when I was in- 
vited to address the association of tho 
chambers of commerce of that city, 
noticing the Japanese consul-general 
among those present I made plain my 
feelings In this regard. In tlie Japan 
Times, which aa Is known Is an ofll- 
clal newspaper, published by Japanese, 
though It appears In the English lan- 
guage, it was stated on August 10th, 
following tho cablegrams being re- 
ceived in Toldo regarding my mission, 
tliat It would \n: a dangerous policy 
for the TTnlted .States to make any al- 
liance witli China. I took iKsui? with 
tliat statement and do not consider It 
in any way dangerous for the Republic 
to help C.lilnia on the way to progress. 
Taft's Policy 

"Hon. W. H. Taft, the newly elected 
president of the United .States, in an 
interview I had with him before elec- 
tion, said that ho would object to any 
tactics by any nation to keep China 
in any po.sitlon In which she could be 
lmi)osed upon. He stated then that 
what Inlluence he could bring to bear 
would be used to help China on tho 
way to progress. He looked upon tho 
prospect of China's development as 
likely to greatly increase tlie trade of 
tho United States. Canada will share 
alike in any such trade movement. Ho 
takes no stoojc in the pet phrase of 
the Wllllani of Oermany, 'the Yellow 
Peril,' for he seems to realise, as not 
all peojjle do, that China Is a peaceful 
nation and not warlike. 

"China Is on tho eve of great 
changes. Tho recent happenings at 
Peking, tho death of tho late Emperor 
and Empress Dowager and tlie en- 
thronement of Pu Wl, the young Em- 
peror who Is but three years of age, 
wltli his father, Prince Chun, as re- 
gent, will do milch. In my opinion, to 
hasten the projjr.ess of -China. The 
change will mean ,ua, advancement of 
the reform mpvbn^ent and more speed 
In the advancement of the nation. 
Many questions which affect China 
today will settle themselves when tho 
development of 'tho "country reaches 
a further stage. 'VVo have now modern 
colleges in China, we are building 
hailways and developing mines. In 
one province alone according to Ger- 
num engineers, there Is coal enough 
to sniiply the world for three thousand 
years. Today, new'spapers arc issued 
in every city of importance and news 
".•hloh would have taken months, often 
yearst to reach some districts, is now 
transmitted as quickly througliout the 
great country as In many other parts 
of tho world. Happenings of world 
history are circulated in ciuick time, 
and the China of today Is no longer 
tho China in which it was jiosslble for 
a foreign country to be Invading the 
north while the south was unaware 
that there was a war. 

"Education is what Is needed most, 
and when the Chlnoso people arc edu- 
cated 'to the need of modern progi-ess 
the advance will follow quickly. 
Tln^re is iin elemvnt of the younger 
Ciiinese, clever young' men too, who 
are trying to hurry matters a little too 
much perhaps, but there are many 
sober, hard-thinldng. Chinese who are 
guiding the development In a good 
manner, If no overt act Is made to 
develop a situatliui which will cause 
strife and give ' the excuse ' for tho 
nations to again Invade the empire, 
as one country scem.s striving to do, 
t.'hina will become a strong nation and 
a factor in tlie commercial develop- 
ment of tlie world. 

"With this development the time 
will come when e.\tra terrilorialty — 
those foreign settlements set on "the 
coast of China — will pass. 'When, 
with the assistance of the nations, tho 
laws of Chinii shall be modillcd and 
an-anged similarly to tliose of western 
counti-ies. and those laws shall bo pro- 
perly enforced, the foreign nations 
will deal with China as they do with 
other nations. The foreign settle- 
ments will then pass away as a result 
of the changed eondltlons. This will 
not come for many years, but It will 
come eventually. The changed con- 
dition:! following the development will 
iilso benefit trade in tiie Pacilic, for as 
tlie education proceeds throughout the 
vast empire — and few people grasp 
how vast it Is — there will be an ever 
Increasing demand for tho articles of 
tlie west. 

""When that time docs come I think 
you will Ilnd Chinese merchants ready 
to enter Into tlie trade, Chinese 
steamers ready to strive for their 
share of the carrying business. Be-

fore I loft Hongkong a scheme was put 
forward for the formation of a 
Chinese national steamship company, 
to be capitalized by popular subscrip- 
tion, and deputations were sent to 
wherever Chinese were found in any 
number to seek support for tho project. 
What progress has been made I havo 
not been Informed, for since I left last 
Juno I have been giving my sole at- 
tention .to, vtha. .political, situation 
rather than com'irierolal Happenings, 

"I think my Journey has' been suc- 
cessful, for,' if no other result has been 
accomplished I have, drawn attention 
to the necessity of maintaining a statu 
quo In China, and that, I take It, Is 
one of tho objects of tho recent 
entente between tho United States and 
Japan. The agreements between Japan 
and tho powers with which arrange- 
ments have been made, It seems to 
m*, will stand to protect China, for 
Japan cannot take any action In 
China without the consent of tho 
powers In question." 



TRADE IN LUMBER 

WILL BE BRISK 



J, W, Coburn, Nanaimo h 
Proprietor, Predicts Im- 
provement 



"The lumber trade of British Colum- 
bia Is going to become more brisk 
next spring," said J. W. Coburn, a 
lumber merchant of Nanaimo, at tho 
King Edward yesterday. 

Mr. Coburn .said that the recent 
slump In tlie price of lumber affected 
no point outsido Victoria. Tho con- 
ditions this fall were in no way simi- 
lar to those whlcli confronted the mill 
owners this time last year. Tlien 
thero were logs being sold at a sacri- 
fice owing to the •danger of destruction 
by teredos. At present, however, there 
were comparatively few available. 
Already there were indications of a 
stiffening in jirices elsewhere and he 
predicted that tliere would be a sharp 
raise within a few months. 

Tlie foreign market, Mr. Coburn 
stated, regulated the lumber trade of 
British Columbia, .md tho prospects 
were th.at the demand for the product 
from outside points would bo heavy 
during, tho forthcoming year. And 
then It was likely that much lumber 
^ould be sold In the northwest, to an 
extent that would Influence local con- 
ditions as the coast mills supplied 
over half of what. was sold there. Tho 
other portion went to the Interior 
companies. 

In and around Nanaimo Mr. Coburn 
averred iiusiness generally was look- 
ing up and tho prospects were rosy. 
The construction work on tho E. & 
N. railroad west coast extension had 
stimulated commerce In the Coal City 
and throughout the adjacent sections. 
Merchants and the people generally 
were looking to the future with con- 
fidence. This effect was strengthened 
by the fact that laying rails on the 
lino connecting the South "Wellington 
Coal mining property with Coal har- 
bor would begin at an early date. The 
steel already had arrived. It was 
thought that when the road was com- 
pleted the increased amount of busi- 
ness transacted would be most bene- 
flclal to the whole of that portion of 
■Vancpuvei;Jslaivd.

ICsperlments are being 
made In Knglaiul wiiicli toiul to the re- 
formation of men convicted of crime 
who are not depraved. In Ontario, J. 
J. KelHO Is doiiiy: .splendid work among 
neglected cliUdron. A great elfort la 
being nuulo to catablish juvonlle courts 
In mcst of the cities of Canada. The 
necessity for providing children who 
have been convicted of offences against 
the law ivitli employment and lveei)iiig 
them away froin evil companions 1 
being recognized cverywiiere. In t!i 
city of Denver, Colorado, much more 
than this Is attempted, and a great 
deal lias been done to help and savo 
boys whose wronsdolnB i8<chiefl>y the 
result o£ a bad environment.- In On 
tarlo thore is a strong effort being 
made to bring about -a reform In the 
treatment of prisoners of all kinds. It 
la said that In most of our pcn.al insti- 
tutions the Idea of making the inmates 
better is altogether lost sight of. In 
alniost~every case the criminal who lias 
undergone a sentence is a worse In- 
stead of a better member of the com- 
inuiiily than he was before lie was de- 
tected and punished. The attitude of 
society towards the released criminal 
is criticized, lie is looked ui)on. it is 
said, with a suspicion which makes life; 
unbearable and which irresistiljly 
drh'es lilm back to evil comijanlons, 
,VII tills applie,s with even greater force 
when tile criminal is a woman. Kor iier 
the upwnrd path, dmieull fur all, is al- 
most Impossible. The (|uestioii of pri- 
son reform is beset with difliculties, 
That punialiiiieiit iiiuat be sullleiently 
severe to deter those who are wealc 
from entering upon e,vil courses is apt 
to be forgotten by kind-hearted peo- 
ple who only think of Its effect upon 
the wrongdoer. But even more ditfl- 
cult is the treatment of the criminal 
who has paid lils debt to the law. A 
recent writer Implies ithat the duty of 
society Is to treat such an one' as If he 
had always been Innocent. This tlie 
law does. Vet every one must admit 
that without some system of probation 
this attitude upon the part of society is 
Impossible. Long ago It was said that 
"the way of transgressors is hard," 
and human nature lias not clianged in 
the centuries that have passed since 
then. Tile conlldence whether of .so- 
ciety or of individuals, once forfeited. 
Is bard to reg^ain. Try as we may, wo 
I cannot trust the offender as tliougli ho 
had never done wrong until he has 
j .'iguln proved himself worthy of con- 
! fideiice. Human miture being what it 
[ is, this must be a slow and painful 
I proce.ss. AVhlle no effort on the part of 
j society .should be spared to uplift and 
I to save those who have committed 
crimes, wliilo every needless suffering 
and degradation should be spared the 
wrongdoer, yet it must be I'einembered 
that pain and suffering have, their uses. 
There is a danger and a very- grave 
one that all who have to do with the 
i tlueutlon of young people will learn to 
louli uiion serious evils lightly. Al- 
ready tile disclosures that are being 
made by the Cassels iiuiuiry show liiat 
the public conscience of Canada has 
been corrupted. It is indeed, a sad 
thing that one fellow being should find 
the upward path beset with hindrances 
or closed against lilm altogether. It Is 
a far sadder thing that thousands are 
blinded to the dangers that He before 
them. Let us do all wo can to bring 
back those who have gone astray, but 
let us not forget that there is laid upon 
us the duty of keeping the Innocent In 
the right path.

Today is the Ihree hundredth annl- 
ver.sury of the birth of the poet I\Iil- 
ton. There are not as many of us as 
there ought to be familiar with his 
writings, but how great an Influence 
they have had over the lives of Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples the wisest of 
men cannot estimate. 

John .Milton was born on December 
9tli, IGOS, In London. His fatlier was 
a W(dl educated and accomplished 
Il^ngllsh gentleman who, becau.se he 
liad becouK! a Protestant, was disin- 
herited by hi.s f.-ither. To earn his 
living he luloptcd the profession of a 
serivener. fll.s mother w.'is a Welsh 
Iad\', Sarah Oaston. Very early Milton 
.showed signs of Ills wonderful genius. 
He tells UH that "My father destined 
me from infancy to tlu; study of polite 
literature, which I embraced with such 
.■Lvidity that from tlio age of twelve 
I hardly ever retired from my books 
before midnight. This proved a source 
of Injury to my eyes, whose natural 
weakness was attended with frociuont 
pains In the head; but as all these 
disadvantages could not repress my 
ardour for learning, my father took 
care to bare mo Instructed by various 
preceptors, both at home and at 
school." ' ' 

The boy was vorj' lioautiful and as 
a young man lils fellow students gave 
him the nickname of "Lady." 

"Ho was not tall, wo are told, but 
graceful in person, and like Tas.so — 
'He of the sword and pen,' — he was a

.slctlful' 'swordsman -and 'fond of exer- 
cise. His long and light brown hnlr 
was parted on his brow and fell to 
his anoulders; lila eyes wore dark 
grey, his complexion fair and dollcato." 
"His hannonlcal and ingenuous soul," 
says a writer of the time, "dwelt in a 
boauilful ,ind well proportliJ.ied body." 

Tile eiKiuiring spirit, which had In- 
duced the fatlier to leave the undent 
church jireventod the son from taking 
holy orders as he could not subscribe 
to the articles of the Church of Eng- 
land. 

AVhUo at Cambridge ho wrote the 
Hymn to the Nativity beginning: 

It was the winter wild. 
While the heaven-borri child 
All meanly wrapt in tlie rude 
manger lies; 
Nature In awe to Him 
Had dofft her gaudy trim. 
With her great Master so to sym- 
pathize: 
It was no season then for her 
To wanton with the sun her lusty 
paramour. 

Only with speeches fair 
yhe W003 the gentle air 
To hide her guilty front with Inno- 
cent snow 
And on Iii^r naked shame. 
Pollute with siiiii)le blame, 

The saintly veil of maiden white to 
throw, 

Confounded that her Maker's eyes 
Should look so near upon her foul 
dcforiiiitle.s. 

Here, too, he learned to know and 
love Edward King, whose doatli he 
laments In "Sycldas": 

"But O the heavy chnngo, now thou 
.irt gone. 

Now then art gone, and never must 
return! 

Thee, shepherd, thee the woods, and 

desert caves 
With wild thyme and the gadding 

vine o'orgrown, 
And all their echoes mourn." 

His father had, while he was at 
college, bought a boatitlful estate In 
Bueklnglianishirc and here the young 
|)oet retired to give himself up to the 
pursuits and studies in which ho de- 
lighted. There was little of the stern 
Puritan about the young man who 
composed the "Mask of Comus" to be 
acted by the children of the JSarl of 
Bridgwater. 

About this time, too, he wrote the 
poems in praise of Mirth and i\Ielan- 
choly so often nuoteil and so very 
beautiful. Milton In 1G38 went for a 
long Journey to the continent,' in the 
course of which he spent n long time in 
Italy, where he made many filendB. 
Among those was the famous astro- 
nomer Galileo then an old man. Long 
afterwards the blind poet recalled the 
beautiful scenes in those happy months 
through which 1h^ pas.':ed. when, tO' 
borrow his own words, ho lived "In 
unreproved pleasures free." 

Dark days were now in store for 
the poet. Days in wliicli the muse 
was silent and in wliicli he found a 
weapon In the grandest of Knglish 
I)rose, His best jioem was .a lament 
written in Latin on t!i(^ death of Ills 
beloved friend Charles Deodatl. 

On his return to Engl.and he found 
that he must find for himself a means 
of livelihood as ho had been already 
too long a burden on his generous 
f.ather. So in his rooms in London he 
undertook what must have been to 
hini the uncongenial taslc of teaching 
boys. Yet he did this as everything 
else with the greatest care and thor- 
ouKlincss. 

But England \va." on the verge of 
civil war and ail men who had hearts 
to feel and minds to reflect took one 
side or other of the great controversies 
that were now going. Milton was on 
the side of religious and civil liberty 
and his pen was soon busy with trea- 
tises In which with all the force of his 
mighty Intellect he argued for what 
he believed was a righteous cause. 

It is said of him at this time that 
"Ms youth had been pure and moral; 
his manhood was almost ascetic; he 
lived sparingly, drank water and set 
his pupils an example of hard study. 
Now and then he took a day's recrea- 
tion with some gay friends of CJray's 
Inn, and displayed his beautiful and 
well dressed jierson, on the fashion- 
able iiromenadi! of Gray's Inn Gar- 
dens and Clieyne Walk, Chel- 
sea." The civil war was In jirogress 
when :\nilon In KM:! Ijrought home a 
fair young bride. What induced the 
blooming d.iugliler of a Roj-alist house 
to marry the liaiidsomc but grave 
Puritan teacher, l.s one of the many 
puzzles which matrimony .affords. But 
she soon grew to hate her life. Nor 
can we lielp feeling sympathy for tlie 
rich country maiden shut uf) in a city 
liouse and the merry daughter of a 
Cavalier condemned to live In a Puri- 
tan household. Her husband, whose 
time -was divided between his school 
and his writing must have had little 
time to devote to the care of his young 
wife. At any rate she wont homo to 
her parents and for a long time could 
not be persuaded to return. It was 
then that Milton Wrote his treatise on 
"Divorce," The tVvo were however 
reunited and three daughters were 
born to them. The story is a sad one, 
but one can scarcely believe that the 
p-iet who afterwards wrote these lines 
ufts incapable of love and sympathy 
with the young wife: 

"So much the more 
Kis wonder was to find unwaken'd I'lvo 
With tresses discomposed and glowing 
cheek. 

As through unquiet rest: he on Ills side 
Leaning half-raist il, with looks of 

cordial love 
Hung over her enamoured, and be- 
held 

Beauty, which, whether waking or 

asleep, 

t'liot forth i)ecullar graces." 

During the Protectorate, Jlilton was 
Cromwell's Latin secretary. He mar- 
ried twice afterwards. His second 
wife lived but a year, but the lust 
survived liliii. 

On the Restoration. Milton owed ills 
life. It Is said to King Charles the 
Second, who on being urged to iiunlsli 
lilm refuseil to do so on the ground 
that as he wiis poor, old and blind, no 
punishmenl could inflict greater mis- 
ery. The I\Ierry Monnrcli has little 
claims to the grntUudc of the world, 
but If tills story Is true ho conferred 
on posterity an Inestimable bcnelit. 

The story oe the writing of the great 
poems Paradise) Lost, Paradise Re- 
gained and Samson Agonlstes has 
been .often told. Mucli »ympatby iiaei 



boon expended upon, tho daughtor.s, 
who were required to read 'to him iii 
a language they did not understand. 
A biographer not too friendly says that 
when tho poet found how distasteful 
the task was to them, he released them 
and found for them employment more 
suited to their taste. It Is unspeak- 
ably sad to think of the aged poet 
deserted by the daughters who might 
have been so great a comfort to lilm. 
No one Is perfect and the practice 
of tho best of men seldom conforms 
to his Ideals. Do not his poems give 
a truer jilcturc of the poet than that 
drawn by unloving hands'.' 

Milton died on the 15th of November. 
1G74, and was burled in tho Church of 
St. Giles, Cripplegate. It Is more than 
a century since "Wordsworth sang: 
"England hath need of thee," In these 
days have ^ve not yet more need of 
the strong faith and earnest pietj 
breathed through every line of tho 
Si;eat poet's work?

STEAMERS NOT DELAYED 



No Inland Waterways at Times 
Fog-Bound to Endanger 
Shipping 



Among other uil vantag.'.s possr-^st'il 
by Victoria as a seaport is the I'l Lciloin 
from the thick fogs which Uelu.v slii;, 
ping nnd cnusp aacld«nt8 at thr ports 
of inland waters. It is within i«asy uc- 
lOHs of the op«ii sea, without Intricate 
uattrways, foK-bound for days at r<'i- 
tain KcasDHK, such as liandicui) tlm 
inland i)orts such as A'ancouvcr, Seat- 
tip and Taconiu. How seriou.s a liaiul- 
Icap this is to the inland ports is shown 
by the series of aeeidents wlileli have 
occurred and the dela\-s eneountered 
by shipping- enteringr and leavins: the 
port of Vancouver, the last ineidi'Tit 
being tlio strandintr on Snnday of the 
big- frclglUer Glenfars in the Xairows 
when her master essayed to get to sea 
after waiting for two da\-s fog-bonr.d 
at the wharf. All Saturday iind part 
of Sunday the steamer Queen lay t'og- 
buund in English bay unable to maUc 
her way into port. There have been 
hot a few; accidents during . fog and 
In otlier weather by steaniers bound to 
Vancouver by way of the Inland wntnr- 
way leading: to that port. ThP Prin- 
cess J3catrico, Princess Victoria, 
Charmer and Tei's have been a.shoro. 
the Indravolli crashed asaiiist Kellett 
bluff after i)assinf^ Victoria on her way 
to A'aneoiiver, the biK Ka/.einbD struck 
at Slwash point, the Tartar was in 
collision with the Cliarmer — all the.-^e 
aeeidents occurring witliln two years 
past. 

Victoria is more fortunate; t!ie i)ort 
i.s of easy access, without any inland 
waterway to inias through and no nar- 
rows to bo negotiated. It is the uear- 
i!St port to the open ocean, and, as tlie 
business of the Paciiic grows these 
factors; in Its favor will have an ef- 
fect of bringing an increased amount 
of shipping to this port. If there were 
direct railway connection between the 
island and the mainland tlic delays 
and risks attendant upon proceeding 
to the parts more dlfiic.uit of access 
Avoula cfLuaa shipownejps and under- 
■ writers to" iiave ioccan' st'eamers inalic 
tlieir terminus liere and discharge 
their whole cargoes here for distribu- 
tion from this port by rail, ferry or 
coasting steamers. 

Vancouver lias Its advantages. Be- 
ing llie terminus of the C. P. Ti. it at- 
tracts shipping to its wharves; but it 
also has its disadvantages as shown 
l>y the recent accidents and the do- 
laya encountered by the shipi>lng fog- 
bound at the mainland ijort. The 
time will come when one of tlie ad- 
vantages will also be added to those 
of Victoria, namely of direct railroad 
communication. 

Victoria's Advantages 
Direct and easy access to the open 
sea, good spacious and safe areas for 
harbor worlvs, without tlie long periods 
of fog and the ditllcult approaches that 
liave to be navigated in order to reach 
tl)e mainland ports furtlier inland, are 
not the least .among the advantages 
l)03sessed by the sea port of A'ictnrla. 
AVitli three railroads seeking to short- 
en the distances to the overseas mar- 
kets Ijeyond tlie Pacific and the pros- 
pect of conipetitive railroad and 
steamship concerns lighting for the 
contract for tlie fast service demand- 
id under the scheme for the "All- Red 
line," it is probable that not a great 
lapse of time wfll take place hcforo 
projects are advanced for direct rail- 
road copnection with tills city. Two 
years ago T. W. Paterson, considered 
one of the most practical railway men 
In British Columl^ia, siild "Wlien three 
railways become anxious to participate 
in the devolopinent of tlie wealtli of 
Vancouver Island, the Seymour Nar- 
rows will be bridged." 

Th(! C. P. K. is greatly IntoreHtod In 
the development of Vancouver i.slaiid 
and tlie Grand Trunk PacHic is report- 
ed to have plans to reach Victoria, 
while it is Imt a question of time af- 
ter the C;anadian Nortliern line reaches 
the shores of 7?ritish Coluniliiii. wnen 
it will se(>k entry to tli(> inland. Mr. 
Paterson slated he did not think the 
(^anadian Nortliern would hi- sntl.sfled 
with any terminus oUier than one on 
Vancouver Island. A ferry connection 
might be considered satisfactory at 
first, but the time would not be long 
when prjBssure would be brought upon 
the government of the day for linanclnl 
assistance to secure the brldijing of 
Spymour Narrows. One of the pro- 
jects now before the Dominion parlia- 
ment is the connection of Prince Ed- 
ward island with the mainland by a 
tunnel. Probably a future parliament 
will consider a project for a bridge or 
tunnel connecting Vancouver Isl.'iiul 
and llie mainland. H. P. Hell, In a de- 
port furnished to an ex-mlnisler ol 
railway's, says lie estimates tlie cost 
of connection b.v rail, including the 
line and bridges at JL'r>,}S7.071. Of 
tills at least 17 niillUm tioUars will be 
reiiulrtyl for the bridges across the 
waterways at Seymour Narrows, The 
estimated spans of the bridges requir- 
ed was: At Arran rapids, clear .s])an, 
1,100 fo(!t; at Cardcro channel, llr.st 
opening, IS.'iO foot, second opening 1140 
feet, third opening 640 feet; at Middle 
Channel 1100 feet; at Seyniour Nar- 
rows, first opening 1200 feet, second 
opening l.'!50 feet.

MAY REVIVE PHACTICE 



United States Ruling Against 
Introduction of Drug tor 
Smoking 



An order which will probably mean 
a recrudescence of the old thnu smug- 
gling betwuen British CoUimblii and 
Pugel Sound has been made by the 
United States government. The im- 
portation of opium for smoking has 
been iirohlbited. The (U'der uuide jiru- 
hlbits the importation of the drug eon- 
t;iinlng less than 9 jier cent of mor- 
pliliii'. Opium for smoking contains 
less than li per cent of morphine, wiiile 
tliat used Cor medicinal piu-poses con- 
tains from 12 to 12',;; iier ei'iit, so that 
the ordir \vill not stop the Imijortation 
of the drug for these purposes. 

The new regulation Is based on au- 
thority given under the food and drugs 
act. 

"If It appear.s from the examination 
of such samples that any aitlcle of 
food or drug oliered lo \)<: ioipoi ti-il 
into the United Stall's is adulu-rated 
or ndshrandtui within the meaning of 
tlii.s act, or is otherwise dangerous to 
the health of the people of the United 
States, or forbidden to sold or re- 
stricted in sale in the country in which 
It Is made or from which It Is exported 
" " • the said article shall be re- 
fused admission, and the secretary of 
the treasury shall refuse delivery to 
the consignee and shall cause the de- 
struction of any goods refused deliv- 
ery which shall not be exported by the 
consignee within three months from 
the date of notice of such refusal." 

Consequently the customs oflicials 
hereafter uill not allow smoking opium 
to be imported. The trade In the drug 
has been largely from Canada, but 
hereafter the smokers will have dilll- 
culty In securing their favorite brands. 

On January 1 a new law becomes ef- 
fective in Canada whereby the manu- 
facture or sale of opium Is absolutely 
prohibited. Because of this rule tile 
lni])Drtatlons from British Columbia 
have been larger than usual for some 
time, dealers being anxious to unload 
their stocks before the end of the year.

Tlie Silver Qucatlon. ' >: 
Sir— Many ..people thlnlcj that the sil- 
ver quesjiionj^ as flisa as/JH^us CaesSr 
but the letter' of U, S. Senator" Toiler 
to Mr. Moreton Frowen, recently pub- 
lished la the Colonist, shows that it 
la again receiving the attention which 
it deserves. ■ The - proposal of the Unit- 
ed States government to iiaiuire into 
effoets of the depreciation of silver is 
duo to the conmierclul depression which 
prevails, without much sign of recov- 
ery, In the United States, t'he United 
liliigdom and other countries whoso 
currency Is on a gold basis, but which 
does not exist In silver using countries 
like Clilna and jMexioo. Tlie effect of 
the low value of silver so far as China 
Is concerned Is shown by the state of 
Us trade. Sir Robert Hart, the inspec- 
tor general of the Chinese Blarltime 
Chamber of Commerce pointed out that 
the value ot the foreign trade of Clilria 
ten years ago amounted to almut four 
hundred nilllion taels and last year 
amounted to aliout seven luKulred mll- 
Ikiii taels. If the first amount is con- 
verted into sterling at the former ex- 
change, before the price of silver foil 
much, and the latter ajnount at the 
present exchange it will "be found that 
the sterling equivalent Is much the 
.same for both the taei amounts. TVie 
foreign tr.i,de of Cldna therefore h;is re- 
mained stationary for coimtrles wliose 
currency Is on a sold Ijasis and has 
almost doubled ia value for the Chinese; 
whoso currency i.s on a sliver basis. 
This comparison is. perhaps, of more in- 
terest to those who have commercial 
dealings with China, but th(> present 
low v.'ilue of silver should interest ev- 
ery Canadian because it encouraged 
Chinese lM>niif;ratlon into Canaila and 
is likely to decrease Caiiadiau exports 
to Cliina. In yo\ii' eommeiils on .Sena- 
'I'eller's letter you point out tliat a 
Chinaman In ShanKluil h.as to pay now 
fhe taels for a sack of t.'aiuullan flour 
whereas formerlv lie paid only two 
taels. The value of the SlianKhal tael 
luiK '.lot faUen niucii, It at all, lielow 
two sbllliMHS and t lirce-pcacc aad you 
evidently meant Hongkong doUar.s. since 
about five of thorn aro equal to two 
Cnnadlnn dollars. All the Chinese who 
come to Canada aro natives of south- 
ern China and llndr only object in 
eomhig here Is to return to their own 
country wltli their e.'irtHMKS. They now 
receive five Hongkong dollars for ev- 
ery two Canadian dollars, when^as not 
long ago they did not reeiuve much 
more than two Ifongkoin,' doll.ars for 
every two Canadian dollars. Kurther, 
It in evident that the Chinese in Canada 
remitting two Canadian dollars receive 
five Hongkong dollars worth of tea. 
rice, shoes, clothing and other articles 
produced In China Instead of two Hong- 
kong dollars' wm-th as formerly. With 
silver at its present low jirico the Chi- 
nese in Canada 4ire well off and as tin y 
receive about ten times higher wages 
hero than In their own country it is 
not surprising that so many this year 
have paid tln^ five iiundrerl doU.irs Im- 
migration tax. Til" depreciation of sil- 
ver will diminish Canadian (ixports to 
China and hasten the time when China 
will manufacture for Itself. As an In- 
stance, there is already established in 
Sli.anglial a dividend-paying flour mill 
aad tlie Chlnanam who has to pay five 
Hongkong dollars instead of two as 
formerly for a sack of Canadian flour 
will soon discover th.-it the local flour 
is cheaper. Wheat is largely grown 
in >'ortl) Cliln.i. and most of the straw 
huts and bonnets worn thronKhnnt toe 
world are made of wheat strav.' grown 
and plaited by the natives of North 
China. With improvi'il methods ot nt;- 
rlcnlture In China wheat and flour will 
l)e received In Victoria .'is cheaply from 
Shanghai .as from Winidpeg. There 
seems to be every probability that in 
the course of llni.eChina. with Its nn- 
linilted elieap labor and undeveloped re- 



sources in coal, metals and almost ev- 
erything else, will become the ludus- 
trlaij oontro ot .thpiworld. Th^so .coup- 
tries whcse ourrehdy Is on a gold basis 
and who refuse ,. to coin silver except In 
.snmll quantities; .liro'at present enrich- 
ing China and causing the Chinese to 
start industries to supply tneir own 
needs. 

The representatives of the province 
In the local and federal legislatures 
would do well; to -study this questloa 
of dcprccIated'-Bilver- and to support any 
feasljle schomo for tlio npprecl.ation of 
silver which mny ho brought before the 
Domlnicn; government by the govern- 
ment of the United States. It shoubl 
not bo a difficult matter for the Do- 
ndnion government to nsaist by coln- 
l-T^r dollars and more half dollars and 
withdrawing or curtp.lllng Its Issue of 
one and two-dollar paper notes.

Harry Lalaunc, a bartender at the 
Bismarck, was yesterday tlned $25 by 
Magistrate Jay for assaulting Con- 
stable Ireland while In the execution 
of his duty. The decision was rendered 
after two more wltiie.sso.H had been call- 
ed f(jr the defence, and after sevenil 
had been called by the i>rof'ecutlon to 
prove Constable Ireland's sobriety on 
that occasion. The accii.scd had said 
that till' coii.sti'.bU' was under the In- 
lluenec of llt|ui;r, although he was not 
baclicd up in that resijecl by any of 
Ills witne.s:ieK. Yesterday his couiisel, 
J. A. Alkman, withdrew unrcservi'illy 
the su!,';;e.''tli>n that the constable had 
liei'ii drinklns. a view which was 
ailopted by the magistrate, who said 
that hi; was conN'lncinl that the charge 
was absolutely unfounded. 

'i'lie case arouse out of a fracas on 
(loveriunenl strei't late one night last 
j week. There had been a street light 
and Constable Ireland, who \^'as in 
plain clothes at the time, repaired to 
I the spot. lie I'ouiKl a crowd of ijer- 
sons. In the midst of uliom was the 
accused having a noisj altijrcatlon 
with one of the assemblage, Lalaune 
stated In court that ho was oagagi'd 
In endeavoring to induce one of the 
men who had been fighting to go home. 
Hut, however this may be, the con- 
stable took holil of Lrfilaune and told 
him to move on. The man resented 
this and closed with the olllcer, the 
result brine; that both rolled on the 
;;round together. The constable call- 
eil to ,-1 frien'.l to briii.ir thi' patrol wa- I 
gon \vhich arrived befori; the light i 
had gone. \ cry f.ir. j 
The chief jiipint of \'arlance between j 
tho two stories v.-as that the police- 
man s.ald that he had announciil his 
Identlt.v anil ; hown his Ijadg'- ivM.-n ! 
he llrst approached Lalaune, while | 
that Inillviiinal swore tluU he had no ; 
idea that he was an olllrer until he 
saw his badge Hash when thi-y were 
on the ground t(',t;ether. .-Vfter that 
hi' lot hlni up. I'lio patrolman's coni- 
Iianion BV.'ore that liu had heard the 
policeman say who he was. On the 
other hand several witnesses for the 
defence said that they beard no such 
remark, and would have heard it had 
it been made. Lalaune tried to clinch 
the matter by saying that the con- 
stable was drunk, and that among 
other things he could tell it from his 
breuth. The allegation that tho con- 
stable was drunk, or had been drink- 
ing, was satisfactorily disproved, and 
the accusation proved to be somewhat 
of a boomerang. 

Magistrate's Decision 
In giving his decision Magistrate Jay 
said In part: 

"The evidence show.s that Consttible 
Ireland hoard a nolse!?ind high talking 
and that there had been a fight. Then 
seemed to him to be a probability of 
a recurrence of the fight and he very 
jjroperly told the accused to move on.

I was s.-iiil to h.-ive been niiide, and it is 
inoreover possible that, owing to the 
noise that was going on, the remark! 
inlght have been made without their 
I hearing it.
